dress was delivered by Mr. I. E. Brown, 
President of the Decatur Young Men's 
Christian Association, at the auaciation 
rooms on Merchant street, Tuesday, Dec. 
30th, 1879: 
FELLOW-WowtEBS:—Fifty-two times the 
shuttle has flown, weaving a web with, a 
golden border of Sabbath. 
We come 


together to-night to review these fifty-two 
weeks which have vanished behind our 
backs, and to look forward on fifty-two, 
equally precious, which, one by one, wait 
our use. 
The year that is passed hag 


been one of great progress in our work. 
To see this, it is only necessary for us to 
compare 1878 with '79. 


At the close of 1878 it was found that 


there had been a net decrease of three in 
cur membership during the year, leaving 
70 names on our book. During this year 
there hare been more additions than the 
whole number enrolled at its beginning, 
and our membership now numbers 129. 
During 1878 only three meetings weekly 
were maintained, and for sometime one 
of these was suspended; 161 meetings 
were held. During the present year 672 
meetings will have been held weekly; a 
daily prayer meeting has been'regularly 
sustained; cottage prayer meetings have 
been held in the four quarters of the city; 
a meeting fir liible study has been start- 
ed; the jail work has gone on; while the 
regular association meetings have had no 
interruption. During 1878 very few were 
reached, aside from those who visiled our 
rooms. During the present year the Gos- 
pel has been taken lo many of those who 
lave not come to us, and some have ac- 
cepted the glad tidings with joy. 


Again, in funds expended there has 


becu a marked contrast between ths two 
years. In 1878, what then seemed a large 
amount, was put into our hands to secure 
rooms and furnish them, our poor work 
was started and required funds; but dur- 
ing the year only 4391.91 was expended, 
[n the widening work of the year, now 
drawing to a close, $1,020.51 have been 
secured and expended. 


The reports of the various committees, 


to which you have listened, show somj- 
what in deta-1 the work of the year. 
From these reports we see that the first 
work which came to our hand as an organ- 
ization, that in the county jail baa been 
steadily prosecuted, and during the year 
it has been no unfrequent thing to meet 
licre in our rooms those who then first 
came in contact with our workers. 


In the iioot.work—thanks to the S. E 


C., Y. L. H. C , and many friends—there 
las been an enlafged work, the amount 
expended being about double that of the 
previous year. The Sunday and Tuesday 
eveuing meetings have had a largely in- 
creased attendance during the last twelve 
months. 


One year ago to-day, the coon day 


1/rayer meeting was started, and during 
the year but few days have passed which 
liave not found a little company gathered 
here in worship seeking daily strength for 
daiiyduty. 


One of the most encouraging features 


of the year's work has been the cottage 
prayer meetings. 
A number of houses 


in various parts of the city have been 
opened for these meetings, many of 
which have been of an exceedingly in- 
teresting character. 


In all this religious work we have been 


vouchsafed some precious tokens of fa- 
vor, but for the fall result we must await 
the judgment morning. Enough for ua to 
feel that God's favor attendi us; we know 
the Master of the harvest will c»re for the 
sheaves. 


In the work which is more of a secular 


nature, we wish to notice a few items. 


In our finances we have had a good 


measure of success, Though this is our 
first year of enlarged expense, we have 
had little delay in meeting all our bills, 
and come to the end of the year with 
enough pledged to meet all our obliga- 
tions. 


We have joined the league of associa- 


tions, furnishing commercial travelers 
with tickets admitting to privileges in all 
league associations, and are now ready to 
receive orders for such tickets from resi- 
dents of Decalur, who for at least two 
months of each year solicit trade "upon 
the road." 


Our gymnasium is nearly leady for use. 


There has been seme necessary delay, but 
the room is now assuming a more inviting 
shape; and that to which we have looked 
forward for some months is about to be 
an accomplished fact. 


In luly last we started a monthly "Bui- 


li'tin," and have continued the enterprise. 
In ull 1 :MKK) copies have been issued; six 
numbers, of 2000 each. The second vol- 
ume will begin with the new year. 


So much has been accomplished.— 


Among the things which have not been 
done, Iwish to mention the railroad work. 
The reading-room, which was projected 
early in the year, came to naught for lack 


I of friends. The meetings begun in the 
summer were discontinued lor lack of 
men, who could and would tuke take up 
the work and carry it steadily onward.— 
This failure is the more to be regretioil 
from the encouragements received al tbf 
stall. The work has been daily in m\ 
thoughts recently, aud 1 hope it w i l l yd 
be taken up successfully. 


The rapid glance at our woik furlbi-
